Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  George  Holmes  Bixby 
Memorial  Library 

During  the  past  year  a  great  deal  of  effort  has  been  spent  in 
getting  a  number  of  new  and  interesting  books  for  the  library, 
which  would  be  not  only  entertaining  but  educational  as  welL 
We  have  been  determined  to  give  to  the  people  of  Francestown  a 
better  and  more  extensive  service  in  every  possible  way.  All 
through  the  summer  as  well  as  in  the  winter  the  library  has  been 
opened  for  two  days  a  week,  Tuesday  and  Saturday,  and  it  was 
well  patronized,  making  it  more  than  worth  while  to  open  the 
building  twice  a  week. 

During  the  cold  weather,  we  have  temporarily  closed  the  li- 
brary on  Saturdays,  as  a  matter  of  economy.  We  have  not  reduced 
the  number  of  hours  a  week  that  the  library  is  open  to  the  pubUc, 
but  have  consoHdated  it  all  into  one  day.  It  was  thought  best  to 
keep  open  on  Tuesday,  so  that  the  school  children  would  have  the 
benefit  of  the  hbrary,  as  on  Saturday  they  do  not  all  get  down  to 
the  village,  especially  if  they  live  in  outlying  districts.  Every 
effort  has  been  made  to  care  for  the  children.  The  required  read- 
ing books  for  the  Grammar  and  the  High  School  have  been  placed 
in  the  library. 

The  adults  have  been  equally  well  taken  care  of.  We  maintain 
a  contact  with  the  State  Library  which  makes  it  possible  for  any 
borrower  in  town  to  get  special  books  on  any  subject  and  at  no 
expense  to  the  borrower.  This  service  has  been  used  a  little  and 
it  is  hoped  that  the  people  of  the  town  will  take  advantage  of  it 
in  the  future.  We  have  also  been  fortunate  in  having  what  is 
known  as  the  traveling  libraries  from  the  state,  which  remain  for 
three  months  at  a  time  in  the  library  building  and  may  be  taken 
out  freely. 

They  consist  of  a  carefully  selected  number  of  books  which  are 
befitting  the  times.  This  will  allow  people  to  enjoy  reading  under 
a  definite  guidance,  if  they  wish.  This  year  both  the  children's 
as  well  as  the  adults  traveling  libraries  were  extensively  used  and 
we  intend  to  continue  them  during  the  coming  year. 

This  year  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  town  library,  it 
has  had  a  branch.     This  was  made  possible  through  the  kind 
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efforts  and  generosity  of  Miss  Annie  Clark,  who  assumes  the 
responsbility  of  maintaining  the  branch.  We  are  indeed  indebted 
to  her  and  we  are  glad  to  report  that  so  far  it  has  been  successful. 
We  are  also  indebted  to  Mrs.  Edward  B.  Hill  who  through  her 
kind  generosity  made  it  possible  for  the  overhauling  of  the  furnace 
and  some  improvements  installed  so  that  the  library  is  more 
evenly  heated  during  the  cold  months  of  the  year.  We  also  wish 
to  thank  all  those  who  have  given  freely  to  the  library. 

In  regard  to  the  days  of  the  library,  the  present  one  day  a  week 
is  only  a  temporary  schedule  during  the  winter.  In  the  spring  the 
regular  schedule  will  be  back  in  operation,  Tuesday  noon  for  an 
hour  and  Saturday  for  four  hours. 

We  feel  that  we  have  made  progress  this  year  in  the  library. 
We  have  received  much  aid  and  assistance  from  the  State  Library 
as  well  as  the  commission,  largely  through  the  efforts  of  the  li- 
brarian, whom  we  think  has  done  splendidly  throughout  the  year.

Miss  Annie  Clark  one  year  of  Harper's  Magazine;  Mr.  Frank  Roe 
one  year  of  Popular  Mechanics. 

Approximately  ten  dollars  has  been  taken  in  for  fines.  This  has 
been  used  to  pay  the  subscriptions  for  two  magazines:  The  Yankee 
and  The  American  Girl — ^for  having  the  grass  cut  and  the  hedge 
trimmed  and  for  postage  and  supplies. 
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A  Nature  magazine,  Time,  Life,  and  the  Cosmopolitan  have 
been  subscribed  for,  making  our  hst  of  magazines  adequate  for  all 
readers. 

During  the  summer  the  library  was  opened  from  2:00  to  5:00  on 
Tuesday  afternoons;  on  Saturdays  the  hours  were  from  2:00  to 
5 :00  in  the  afternoon  and  from  6 :30  to  9 :00  in  the  evening.  During 
the  winter,  with  the  idea  of  saving  fuel,  and  also  to  give  the  school 
children  a  chance  to  get  books  during  their  noon  hour,  the  library 
is  open  Tuesdays  only,  from  12 :00  to  8:00  in  the  evening. 

Many  books  have  been  obtained  from  the  State  Library  and  the 
Public  Library  Commission,  giving  our  readers  a  chance  to  get 
books  on  any  subject  in  which  they  were  interested,  many  of  which 
were  impossible  or  impracticable  to  have  in  the  local  library,  at  no 
cost  or  trouble  to  them.  We  have  had  the  use  of  two  traveling 
libraries  for  juveniles  and  one  for  adults,  which  have  been  very 
much  worth  while. 

A  branch  library  has  been  started  in  Clarkville  with  Miss  Annie 
Clark  in  charge,  which  is  proving  to  be  highly  successful.

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SUPERmTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  THE  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Francestown: 

I  respectfully  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  Superintendent 
of  Schools. 

Supervision 

There  has  been  no  major  change  in  the  general  plan  of  super- 
vision from  that  of  previous  years.  The  results  of  the  standardized 
tests  are  used  with  more  effectiveness  as  we  gain  in  the  under- 
standing of  the  meaning  of  test  results  and  methods  of  utilizing 
them  to  improve  instruction.  The  outstanding  illustration  of  this 
gain  the  past  year  is  in  the  fields  of  Reading  and  SpeUing.  When 
tests  showed  weakness  in  the  reading  skills,  and  particularly  in  the 
knowledge  of  exact  meaning  of  words,  we  shifted  the  emphasis  in 
methods  of  teaching  reading  to  meet  the  situation.  This  weakness 
carried  over  also  into  spelling  abilities,  and  we  have  made  a  change 
in  the  spelling  system,  introducing  a  new  type  of  textbook  which 
is  a  combination  of  spelling  and  word  study.  These  have  been  in 
use  approximately  two  months  and  the  improvement  in  spelling 
is  noticeable  already  by  comparison  with  work  of  the  preceding 
months.  Standardized  tests  in  the  spring  and  next  fall  will  indi- 
cate the  extent  to  which  we  have  overcome  the  weaknesses,  and 
will  point  the  way  to  future  procedure. 


Teachers  and  Salaries 

The  surplus  of  qualified  teachers  which  existed  during  the  years 
of  the  depression  has  very  largely  disappeared.  There  is  almost 
a  scarcity  of  good  primary  teachers  and  no  more  than  the  normal 
surplus  of  upper  grade  teachers.  This  situation  has  accelerated 
the  rate  at  which  teachers'  salaries  are  being  restored  to  their 
former  levels,  from  the  reduced  salaries  that  prevailed  in  the  past 
five  years. 

Repairs  and  Improvements 

The  general  repairs  and  painting  inside  and  outside  of  the  build- 
ing have  improved  the  working  conditions  probably  as  much  as 
they  can  be  improved  without  more  extensive  remodelling  and 
expenditure  of  more  money  than  would  be  warranted  at  this  time. 
The  public  spirit  of  those  who  undertook  the  additional  work 
above  what  the  appropriation  provided  for  is  a  very  pleasing 
material  expression  of  their  interest  in  the  school. 
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Budget  for  1937-1938 

The  budget  proposed  the  next  year  does  not  differ  materially 
from  that  of  the  current  year  except  in  two  items.  The  estimate 
for  Teachers'  Salaries  is  placed  at  $2300  in  order  to  provide  for  a 
music  teacher.  This  suggestion  was  made  last  year  but  not  ac- 
cepted because  of  the  emergency  expense  brought  upon  the  town 
by  the  flood.  We  hope  it  will  be  possible  to  adopt  it  this  year. 
The  High  School  Tuition  estimate  is  $310  less  than  that  of  last 
year  due  to  the  fact  that  some  tuition  pupils  have  moved  away  or 
gone  to  schools  where  there  is  no  tuition  liability.  The  total 
amount  required  for  the  estimated  expenditures  is  $6,073,  $403 
less  than  last  year.  The  exact  amount  of  State  Aid  is  not  known 
at  this  writing  but  will  probably  be  approximately  $160.  This, 
together  with  the  $100  estimated  for  the  Dog  Tax,  and  $300  esti- 
mated balance  makes  a  total  of  $560  estimated  income  leaving  a 
balance  of  $5,513,  to  be  raised  by  taxation,  as  compared  with 
$5,475.25  appropriated  last  year.

34  school  visits  were  made  since  last  report.

25  home  and  official  visits  were  made  for  the  follow-up  of  de- 
fects, to  encourage  parents  to  take  advantage  of  opportunities 
offered  by  the  clinics  to  have  their  children's  defects  corrected,  and 
to  confer  with  the  members  of  the  school  board  about  matters 
pertaining  to  the  health  work  in  the  school  and  in  the  community. 
May  14,  1936,  Dr.  R.  B.  Kerr  examined  49  pupils  at  the  chest 
clinic.  Follow-up  visits  were  made  to  the  homes  of  those  where 
any  trouble  was  found  and  the  care  and  treatment  carefully  ex- 
plained to  them. 

The  serving  of  a  hot  lunch  at  school  has  always  justified  itself 
in  all  cases  where  it  has  been  given  a  fair  trial.  In  rural  schools 
where,  without  this  service,  cold  noon  lunches  must  be  depended 
upon  five  days  in  the  week  throughout  the  school  year,  the  serving 
of  one  hot  dish  transforms  the  lunch  into  a  meal  and  adds  zest  to 
the  work  of  the  afternoon.  More  far-reaching  still  is  the  generally 
improved  health  of  the  children  which  is  seen  to  follow. 

During  childhood  the  growth,  development  and  health  of  the 
teeth  is  dependent  more  upon  proper  nutrition  than  any  other 
factor.  A  balanced  diet  which  includes  adequate  amounts  of 
vitamins  A,  C  and  D  must  be  given  if  we  expect  to  obtain  good 
results.  The  Cod  Liver  Oil,  now  being  given  in  the  homes  and  in 
the  school,  is  the  best  source  of  vitamins  A  and  D.  Oranges, 
tomatoes,  raw  cabbage  and  some  other  raw  fruits  and  vegetables 
are  rich  in  vitamin  C. 
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In  addition  to  good  nutrition  the  teeth  must  be  kept  clean.  As 
soon  as  several  of  the  temporary  teeth  appear  they  should  be 
cleansed;  a  little  cotton  on  a  toothpick  or  a  small  soft  brush  should 
be  used  to  remove  food  particles  from  between  and  around  them, 
as  they  decay  very  easily.  If  through  carelessness  or  neglect  a 
cavity  appears  it  should  be  filled  immediately. 

The  presence  in  the  mouth  of  decayed  and  abscessed  teeth,  both 
temporary  and  permanent,  increases  the  susceptibility  to  com- 
municable diseases  and  undoubtedly  helps  to  infect  tonsils,  cause 
enlarged  glands,  digestive  disorders  and  many  other  troubles. 
The  first  teeth  neglected  or  removed  too  soon  will  spoil  the  appear- 
ance of  the  permanent  set  and  should  never  be  removed  without 
the  advice  of  your  dentist. 

I  thank  the  school  officials,  teachers,  parents,  pupils,  and  others 
who,  by  their  interest  and  support,  have  aided  the  health  work  in 
the  school  and  in  the  community.
